lieutenant-colonels and three other oHi- 
cera.

NEW YORK PUeUSHINe LAWS. 

Proposal to Declare Proprietors and Editors 
Alike Responsible for Their 
Productions. 

Ai.iiAxv, N.Y., Jan. 20.— Senator Ella- 
worth to-day introduced in the state 
senate a bill whicli combines hia anti- 
cartoon bill of last year with the libel 
law and provides a penalty of imprison- 
ment for not less than one year nor more 
than five, with a fine of .'1;1,000, for pub- 
lishing a paper containing any licentious 
or degrading matter of any kind. It 
provides that each paper published must 
contain a statement of the names of the 
publisher and all the editors, the penal- 
ty beiDi; indicted not alono on the pub- 
"isher, but any of hia agents either in the 
publiaLiug or (Jirtribution of the papers. 
An indictment for violation of the act 
need not sat fortii the particular issue of 
the paper nor any part of tlje matter 
contained therein. Upon tbe trial either 
party may put in evidence a file of the 
paper or any abstract from any issue and 
such file or abstract shall be prima facie 
evidence of guilt. Whenever there shall 
have been two or more convictions tbe 
further publication of the paper pnb- 
lished'by such perBons ehall be unlawful 
and the attorney-general is directed to 
begin an action for tbe forfeiture of tlie 
charter if it be a domestic concern.

Consideration of the Teller Resolution for 
the Payment of Bonds In White 
Metal. 

WASiir.soTo.v, Jan. 20. — By tho de- 
cisive Vote of 41 to 25 the senate to-day 
decided to proceed at once with the con- 
sideration of the resohition, introduced 
a few days ago by Mr. Teller of Colorado, 
providing for the payment of bonds of 
the United States iu ailver at the option 
of the government. The resolution pro- 
vides that all bonds of the United States 
issued or authorized to be issued shall 
bo repayable, principal and interest, at 
the option of tho government of tho 
United States, in silver dollars of the 
coinnj^B of the United States containing 
■H2'j grains of silver. Mr. Vest an- 
nounced hia intention to secure a final 
vote as soon as one could bo reached, 
and accentuated hia intention by forcing 
the displacement of the census bill with 
tbe Teller resolution as unfinished bnsi- 
nesB.

Six others from North D.ikota have de- 
cided to prospect in northern British 
Columbia for gold, while sixteen are 
farmers from near Bathgate, N.D., all 
Canadtai« by birth, and their destlna- ; 
tion is tbe Peace river district,' their in- 
tention being to go in for farming and 
stock roiising. . . 

The Cincinnati patty is one of the 
most unique that has yet reached the 
city bound to the gold regions. The 
travelers are: II. M. Woods, civil en- 
gineer, organif.er and leader; Mrs. 
Wooda; Miss Semple, one of the belles 
of Cincinnati, 18 years of age, who ia 
Mrs. Woods' sister ; Dr. 0. L. Domhoir, 
physician C. B, Heiser, druggist ; Mies 
Heieer; Mr, Heiser, traveller; and John 
Myers, merchant. Three other men will 
join the parly at Edmonton. 

The women are dressed "just like the 
men," in leather coats lined with sheep- 
skin, woollen sweaters, buckskin trous- 
ers lined with corduroy, cbamois under- 
wear, leather caps, moccasins and big 
fur mils like Indians. ' . „.

Chinese Government Weakening: in 
Consequence— Lord Wolseley on 
Keadiness for War. 



London, Jan. 21. — The Tekin eorres- 
pondent of the Timea says: "At his 
eecond interview with Li Hung Chang 
on Wednesday the remonstrance of the 
Basaiau charge d'affairs, M. Favlofl', 
was in the natnre of intimidation 
against'tho opening of Talienwan. He 
threatened reprisals and a withdrawal of 
friendship and protection. The Chinese 
while reKognizini; tlio advantapea of the 
British terms, as affording the best hope 
of maintaininp the integrity of the em 
pire are waveriuc." 

General Lord Wolseley, field marshal 
and commander-in-chief of the British 
army, speaking at a banqnet in London 
laat evening refuted what be called 
" pefisimiefctc rumors carrent about tbe 
army." Lord Wolseley asserted that if 
England declared war she could have 
two of the finest and most fully equipped 
arms corps in readiness for any British 
port before ships could bo prepared to 
embark them. He said, furthermore, 
that if the men were bettor paid there 
would be no difficulty in obtaining re- 
cruits. 

There has been a responsible state 
ment, not ofKcinlly confirmed, that the 
government has decided to add 7,000 
men to the navy, and that the first class 
battleship Hannibal, now at Ports< 
mouth, is to be put at once Into com' 
mission.

The brigantine 
Devon, Cnptain Facy, from Alicante for 
St. John's loet her bulwarks. The 
British brig Dora, Captain Brien, from 
Trepani for St. John's, had her deck de- 
molished. The mail steamer Virginia 
was blockaded by ice floes for four days 
in Green bay. Immense bodies of ice 
are visible along the northern coast.

A.BeantlfuI Rich Princess Conferred Upon 
>T Hv the Man Most Responsible for' 
Recent VlllainieH. 

St, Louis, Jan 20.— The Globe-Demo- 
crat .has rficeived a cable from Vienna 
which says: "A sensation hM,! been 
created in diplomatic and official 'oirolea 
here by the newa just reieeiye|;irom^Con- 
atantihople that th^Bnltaii^aB ai crowning 
mnrk of hia good-will, has caused his 
universally execrated favorite, IjjetBey, 
to marry the Princess Mediah Hanen 
Diellal, half-sister of the late Khedive 
Tewlik of Egypt, and, as llrst cousin of 
the Sultan, a member of the Imperial 
Ottoman family, 

■ The Princess ia well known for her 
wealth and beauty and is much liked by 
the Sultan. For the past three years 
Ijjet, a man of the humblest Arab ox- 
traction, who was educated for a lawyer, 
has been the most powerful man in 
Turkey. As he is regarded as primarily 
responsible for the Armenian massacres 
as well as for all the troubles which the 
foreign powers have had with the Sultan 
during the last two years, the news of 
this freah mark of favor conferred upon 
him by his master has created a feeling 
of uneasiness and dismay here, and is 
held toindicato the imminence of further 
difSculty at Constantinople."

United States Government Advertising for 
Propositions, 

Skatplu, Jan. 19. — Bids on two im- 
portant Alaska mail routes, one from 
Juneau to Dawson, Forty-Mile, Circle 
City, Wearo and return, the other from 
St. Michael along the Yukon river to 
Wearo and return, have been called for 
by Postmaster-General J. A. Gary. They 
Will be received until 4 p.m. on Febru- 
ary 10, 1898, at the contract office, post 
office department, Washington, D.C, 
With the first of these routes, from Ju- 
neau to Dawson, there has been in the 
past trouble from the letting of contrncts 
to irresponsible parties, 'The route is 
from Juneau, by Dyea, to Dawson, N, 
W.T. ; to Forty-Mile, N.W.T. ; to Circle 
City, Alaska; to VVeare, Alnslfa; a dis- 
tance of "ijGlS miles and back. Bids 
will be received for two round-trips a 
month, for a term of four years, from 
July 1, 1898, to June 30, 1902, by a 
schedule aatisfactory to the department, 
Bida will also be received for same 
service and frequency for a term of one 
3rgar from July 1, 1898, to June 30, 1899. 
The bond required with these bids ia 
$50,000. 

Bids will also be received (or four 
round trips a month for service for a 
term of four years from July 1, 1898, to 
June 30, 1903, and for four round trips a 
month for service for one vear from July 
1, 1893, to June 30, 1S99. The bond with 
these bids is if 100,000. 

It is eepeciiiUy provided that the con- 
tractor for this route, whatever frequency 
of service may be determined upon, will 
be required to provide himself with such 
supply Btatione, boats, dog teams, rein- 
deer, drivers, carriers, supplies and 
equipment of all kinds aa will insure 
the regular performance of the service 
at all seasons of the year.

West Hoboken 
police oflicor Walter Xash last night 
found .f()5, 000 in counterfeit ^;100 Can- 
adian bills. Ttio money was only print- 
ed on one side. In this house in Jan- 
uary, IS'Jil, William Brockway, the 
notorious forger, and Mrs. Abhie 
Smith were arrested by secret ser 
vice agent Bagge and a quantity 
of counterfeit money was found. Brock 
way waa tried, found guilty of counter- 
feiting, and sentenced to a long term in 
New Jersey, while the Smith woman re- 
ceived a sentence of six years.

The remnrks of last week on the general 
trade situation at Montreal will fairly 
iipi)ly at date, There have been no fail- 
urea of importance in tbia diatrict, and 
with iroDil snow roada throuKhout the 
country money is cireulatin(» fairly, and 
(general reaiittancea are reported good, 
The iron trade does not ahow any 
especial reviviil of activity, but orders for 
other lines of tieavy goods, siicli as 
painta, <;laS9, oils, etc., are being booked 
pretty freely for spring delivery. The 
wholesale dry goods trade report a eatia- 
factory demand for spring goods, and 
manufacturera say thej||| spring orders 
are the best for several years past. 
In th ) boot and shoe trade tlio same 
ia auuut true. Sugar ia dull,reliuere re- 
poriing bn a limited demand, probable 
dia to u »>eaker market. Teas are also 
in somewhat smaller demand froiu lirat 
hands, but tiiero ia fair jobbia^ tlifitri- 
bution of general grocerieH country- 
wards. . The week haa brought about, iio 
special chaufiea in values, but in moat 
lines the tendency ia towards a warmer 
tone. An ailvunce in blanketa, under- 
wear, etc., is not deeiiied improbable. 
In the money market there is no vari- 
ation. The discount rate is bix to Peven 
per com., and call funds are eteady at 
four per cent. 

The bnaiuesa situation at Toronto 
shows little change this week. There 
has been fair trade in some Hues of luer- 
chandiee with evidence of im))rovement 
generally. J)eiiiand ia good for eprinK 
dry gpoda and travellera aeem to expect 
■BQ annsnalljr active season. Oottona 
and woolens are firm and -tlierp la com- 
.paratirely _ little cntttag in' prices. 
Hardware aealera are doing a fair trade 
with prices generally unehaiiged, The 
-grocery business ia in fair shape with 
prospe'cts good. The demand foroanned 
goods is better than usual at this season 
of the year, with prices linn at tlio late 
advances in tomatoes and peas. Sugar 
continuea firm. Leather and hides are 
in a etrouf; position with advances poa- 
sil)lB. The receipts of dressed hogs are 
fair and prices again flrmer. Cured 
meats firm in ajmpathy. 

The raihvays are doing well, a moat 
encouraiiing factor in domestic trade. 
For the second week in January the 
grnsa carninga of the Grand Trunk were 
$463,893, aa increase of $77,121 as com- 
pared with the coreaponding week oi 
kfit /ear. The O.P. leoeived for ttia aaine 
w«ek $404,000, an increara of $79,000. 
Money is easy at 4 to 4)^ per cent, on 
call at Toronto. Prime paper discounts 
at (i per coat. In London money ia 
easier at 1 |)er cent, on call and dia- 
counts 2';i per cent, in the open mar- 
ket. 

Speculation on the Toronto stock ex- 
change 19 fairly active, with further ad- 
vances in Toronto Street Railway and 
C,P,R. There haa been a good demand 
also for Cable bonds, which are higher. 

Pailurea for the week 53 against C5 for 
the same week last year.

-In conneotion with . the strange pro- 
scntlment which' the aister of charity 

who was burned to death at tho Paria 
bazaar fire had tho night before the 
accident, Henri de Pajville, in a recent 
paper, reoalla a number : of snob in. 
stances. The case of the sister of chari- 
ty Mario Madeline -was a f.-tranpo one. 
She was a woman of .singular ctpiablo- 
ness of temper, ^vithout thu slij^lite.st 
tendency toward tho neurotic. Accord- 
ing to her ftdlow sisters, tho ni.c.'ht bo- 
foro tho disu.stor she had a dread), or a 
vision, in which she went through the 
agoni'is cf n death hy lire, and such waa 
the imprcs.S!OU it made upon her mind 
that the following day, as she waa le;iv- 
iug for tho bazaar, sho told tho other 
unuB of her presentiment, adding sadly: 
"Farewell, my sisters. J shall never sno 
you again." The nuns did what they 
could to reason licr out ot what they 
tJioughc an unfounded fear, and sho kit 
the convent. Two hours later sho wwa- 
brought back a •well nigh uurecoguiza- 
hlo corpse. 

M. de. Pnr.ville mentions several his- 
torical examples of death prodgnred in 
tho mind either of tho victim himself 
or of Konio friend or relative. Thu moat 
fauiou.s case is that of Galphurnia, tho 
wife of Jnlins' Ctcsar, who, in the 
night preceding' the assassination, saw 
her JuikIjiukI expire, blcwling, in her 
arniit. President Lincoln's dream tho 
night before his murder is well known, 
lie Kaw the White IIouso draped in 
mouiiuing, and, inquiring the cause, 
\v:ls told, "Tho president has just been 
shot at the theater.'" Mr.s. Lincoln, to 
whom he related his vl.sion, ho.sought 
liini not to go to tho play that night, 
but thu president scorned what he be- 
lieved to bo superstition. 

Berbardi, connoilor of tho consistory 
at Borliu, a vigorous man of 00 years 
of age, related early in the year 1820 to 
Fichto tho younRcr that he had tho 
preceding night dreamed that the leaves 
of a tree (lew tONvartl him and that, hav- 
ing picked up one, ho saw upon it his 
name, followed by these words: "Died 
Juno 1, 1830." The incident made 
scarcely any impression upon Berhardi, 
and none! at all upon Fichto, but ho ro- 
nicnibcred it when, goiug siivcral days 
later to call upon Berhardi, he found 
liini dead and learned that be had ex- 
pired on .Inue L 

Another quasi historical event of this 
kiud, which was related in tho "Mo- 
ni.sticlicn .Seelnnlehre, " was thodroam of ■ 
Dr. von Gtiildeii, the physiciiiu nf Lud- 
wig 11 of Bavaria, -wlio was drowned 
with his sovereign in the Stariibergcr 
See. A few days before tho departure 
of tho doctor for I lobenschwangiui, 
where h(» wa.s to attend the king. Dr. 
von Gudden told his wife that he had 
been oppressed all night by a drouni in 
which he struggled with a man under 
the water. His widow informed the 
Anthropological society of Munich of 
the facta some tinin iiftfrward. 

Perhaps the atrangcst incident among 
these, l)0\vever, is one which occurred 
in Brussels, and is told by a .JInie. A. 
L. At about (J o'clock one night, when 
she had just left tho table to get a jilute, 
forgotten by the servant, and while she 
waa leaning toward the dresser where 
tho chinaware was kept, she di.stiuctly 
heard her name called and recognized 
the 'voice of her cousin. She raised her 
head and s^aw him outside the window 
nod his head and heard him say, 
"Good evening, Luln!" "Good even- 
ing, Weuand, '• she answered, and, 
turning from the diesacr, she rau to 
open the street door. To her surprise no 
ouo was there. Her father, hciiriiig the 
dnnr opened without having licaril tho 
doorbell ring, camo out of the dii:ing 
room to see what was going on. "It ia 
my cousin," said his daughter, "but 
he ia trying to tca.=e me. Ho has hid- 
den." Her father answered gravely: 
"You aro mistaken. It is inqios>:ihle 
that Weuand Hhouhl be here." And he 
went on to toll her that her cousin bad 
died tho previous day — a fact which ho 
had until tfaeu been desirona of keeping 
from her. In tell in r of the occurrence 
Mine. A. L. adds: "I tlu^refore stiw a 
ncT.son who had been dead for hours. 
I spoke to him and ho to me. 1 wiis 
neither sad nolr ill ■when I had this vi- 
sion. I snspectetl 'nothing, and I had not 
tho shadow of ii fever." 

In commenting uimn theco cas'os, all 
of whicli, with iniiiiy others which ho 
quotcK, are, he di^clares, duly authenti-

This is the highest figure 
roaobed since the year of the exposition, 
1889. Then the Paris theaters took 
in somothiug like ?;,')2,000,000, London 
is u.sually able to figure up rccoipts be- 
tween $7,000,000 and $8,000,000. This 
goes largely into the osoheqners of those 
lionses that provide amusing amuse- 
ments, laughter provoking plays aud 
Eongs and danco that appeal to tho de- 
.sire fn sen and hear something that ia 
mirth provoking. 

New York pay.s out less money than 
cither city mcutioucd. Three millions 
or tl^ereabont aedms to be the nsnal fig- 
nro. An authority on such matters says 
that in times of financial dhstross tho 
word Shakespeare spells bankruptcy, 
when in flourishing seasons tho name 
draws crowded booses. — Now York 
Ledger. 

The EDBlloh RotbRchildn. 

The greatest financial genius of tho 
Rothschild family, though there have 
been many of great talent, was Kathan 
Mayer of tho second generation, who 
established the house of M.- JEloths- 
child & Co. in 1798 in London. Ho 
fiew to the stars and groveled in tho 
mud for money. lie welcomed all trans- 
actions, big or little, wherewith to turn 
tho banker's penny. Ho was thq most 
daring <:pcculator of his time on tho 
Stock Kxchango and tho most success- 
ful. Ho had carrier pigeons and fast 
sailing hoatfl to bring liim the earliest 
news from the war centers of Europe 
and so lielp him to manipulate stocks. 
lit) followed Wellington's army to Wat- 
erloo in person and had relays of the 
swiftest horses aud a fast yacht lying 
ill the harbor at Ostcnd. So ho arrived 
at tho London Stock Kxchango, after 
the battle, 13 hours ahead of any public 
aunonnccmeiit of tho victory, aud made 
£5,000,000 by ouo of the most tremen- 
dous series of speculations in history. 

In 1810, when tho Duko of Welling- 
ton, then coimnandiug in Spain, drew 
on tho English government for £3,000, - 
000, and the English treasury was 
short, Nathau bought tho drafts at a 
big discount and at once sen^. the 
money. Tho stories about this remark- 
able man aro almost endless aud show 
how strangely ho was alike equal to 
tho most tromeudons schemes and tho 
pettiest tricks of avarice. — Harper's 
Round Table.

A STJiANGE LINE OF ACTION. 

As yet we have seen nothing in the 

Seattle papers relating to the new regu- 
lation impoBinp; a license fee upon all 
minerB going into the Yukon. A gentle- 
man, lately from the Sound, expreaeed 
great surprise on learning that this new 
regalation bad been made, and stated 
that not a word on the subject had ap- 
peared in tbe papefa.' Wb, oarselvee, 
hare looked for even a paragraph on the 
subject, bat have not discovered it, so 
we think it safe to assume that very few, 
if any, of the hundreds of people now in 
Seattle on their way North, have the 
slightest idea that they must obtain a 
license b3fore engaging in proBpecting or 
mining. \ye do not say that a man may 
not run over the whole Northwest with 
out a license in his possession, but 
simply that if he doRs so and makes any 
diecovery it wi'l be of no advantage to 
liim whatever. He may locate a claim, 
but if he baa no license, the first man 
having a HcenBe, who comes along, may 
take poBseasion of it. Neither do. they 
knew that such Hcenaea can be obtained 
in this city and Vancouver, and no- 
where eUe on the Coast, and that to get 
thorn in the Yukon it will be necessary 
to hunt up 8n Inspector or a Gold Com- 
missioner, who may be five hundred 
miles away. 

What may be in most cases a minor 
consideration, but to some may be of 
very considerable importance, is that 
this license will cost the applicant ^10. 
I^aet year hundreds ■ of people spent 
their last dollar in the struggle to go 
North, 80 that when they reached the 
Castoms Honse at Lake Tagiah they had 
no money to pay duties, and the col- 
lector was oblieed to let them pass with- 
out exacting them. It is very probable 
that hundreds of men will go North 
without making any provision what- 
ever for tlie tttking out of the license, 
and it is a grevious wrong on the part of 
the Seattle press to permit them to do 
80. Thousands of men are looking to 
tbo Seattle papeis for information re- 
lating to mining in the Yukon, and here 
wo have the moBt important regulation 
yet iidopted carefully concealed from 
them. Tliis ia certainly a very etrango 
line of action on the part of our .Seattle 
contemporaries, and we confess to a 
great deal of surprise that the Times of 
that city has been a party to it. Wo 
would hot expect aaything else from the 
Post-Intelligencer. The reason why tlie 
regulation has been suppressed is be- 
cause if it were made known in Seattle 
there would bo an instant stampede of 
intending miners to Victoria. 



THE REASON WUr. 

The Times asks why the Colonist is 
not punished for its outrageous con- 
tempt of court. The answer is that the 
Coi.osi.sT has committed no contempt of 
court, and the Ooi,om.st wiahea to add 
that it is amaiied at the extraordinary 
conception of. the rlKhta of the prets 
which the Times seems to bold. - 

la this province there are a few news- 
paper men' with yery limited experi- 
ence of affairs, who run away with the 
notion that in some mysterinus way the 
courts have a right to control the utter- 
ances of newspanere. This idea ought 
to be dispelled. Ttie judges of tbe land 
are not in the sllghteat degree different 
from other people in respect to their 
powers. to control the press. There is 
only one case 'in which a court has a 
right to interfere, by the exercise of ita 
pummary jurisdiction, with the utter- 
ancea of a paper, and that is where a 
caee is actually on trial and the paper 



makes such comments upon it as are 
calculated to prevent justice from being 
fairly and impartially administered. 
Thne; if while a court is in session en- 
gaged in' trying a case, a newspaper 
ehould say to the presiding judge that 
it was his duty to do. a certain thing, 
tbat might be a contempt of court. So, 
ikewiee, if a newspaper should, during 
a trial, express such views na would be 
likely to influence the jury, in any way 
or prevent testimony from! being 
given, that would be a contempt 
of court. But it is not a con- 
tempt of court to say that A. B. who 
has beecr charged witii an offence against 
the criminal law deserves severe punish- 
ment, or to comment upon the nature of 
the evidence submitted after it has been 
passed niA>n by the tribunal before which 
it is given, or to express views upon tbe 
lino of defence that has' been adopted or 
the manner in which the prosecution has 
been conducted. These things are not 
contempts of court, but are simply a fair 
and legitimate commentary upon the 
news of the day, which every paper has 
a perfect right-to make, and which right 
is an essential part uf the liberty of the 
piees upon which all British subjects 
boast themselves. 

In order that a contempt of court may 
be committed there must be some court 
actually in session which can be treated 
with contempt. In the case of a magis- 
trate holding a preliminary- examina 
tion no contempt can be committed ex- 
cept actually in the presence of the 
magistrate himself. An inferior juris- 
diction lias only such statutory powers 
to punish for contempt as have been 
given to it by the legislature in order to 
enable it to maintain order during ita 
sesBions, and it has no power to take 
cognizance of things going on outaide of 
the immediate precincts of the room 
where ita aession is being held 
if they do not interfere with the execution 
of its proceBsea. With the Supreme court 
the case is different. That body has 
vested in it every power necessary to en- 
able it to administer justice with fair- 
ness and impartiality, without the exer- 
cise of any outaide influence upon either 
judge, counsel, witness or jury. But 
tbia power must be exercised with legal 
discretion ; that is, not according to the 
more whim of the presiding judge. It is 
essential, however, to its ezercise* at all 
that there shall be a court actually in 
session engaged in the trial or argument 
of a case. 

Daring the early days of the Scott 
Act in New Brunswick comment upon 
the manner in which cases were dealt 
with by tbe supreme court and the in- 
dividual judges were very frequent and 
\ ery cauBtic. Beferring on one occasion 
to some comments which bad been made 
by the present editor of this paper, Sir 
John Allen, then Chief Justice, took oc- 
casion to say to him after the close of 
a legal argument on another subject: 
" I think I am right in aEsuming that 
you are the author of the article 
which appeared in last night's 
Herald?" On being told tbat he 
was right in his assumption, the Chief 
Justice said : " I have asked this ques- 
tion because tbe comment,, though se- 
vere, has not been accompanied by any 
imputation of sinister motives on the 
part of the judges, as was the case in an 
article in another paper, I wish to Bay 
that in my opinion, as judges are unable 
to defend themselves against the impu- 
tation of unworthy motivea, newspapers 
ought to refrain from imputing them ; 
and to add that so far from holding it 
not to be within your right to comment 
upon the acts of judges in their judicial 
capacity, it is not only your right, hut 
your bounden duty as a journalist to do 
80 whenever and in whatever manner 
you may think necessary. I have re- 
ferred to this matter because tbo con- 
trast between the Herald's article and 
the other referred to afl'ords me an op- 
portunity to point out the distinction be- 
tween what I regard as proper and im- 
proper criticiom." Turning to Mr. Jus- 
tice Wetmore, who was sitting with him, 
ho said: "I think that you will agree 
with me in what I have said," to which 
Judge Wetmore assented. 

Here was a case where a cause was ac- 
tually before the Supreiiio court on argu- 
ment, and yet the Chief Justice stated 
that the court was unable to punish any 
one who chose in tbe most public man- 
ner possible to question the honesty of 
the judges. In the case of the Attorney- 
General of New Brunswick versus Kerr, 
the (jueation was whether a series of 
published letters directly charging a 
judge with corrupt conduct in the trial 
o{ a cause was a contempt. It was 
argued at very great length and the 
court was never able to arrive at a deci- 
sion, so the matter was allowed to drop. 

In its comments upon the action of 
the defendants in the libel cases the 
Coi.oNiHT haa exorcised a legal right and 
one which, if the press were deprived of 
it, would' be a great loss indeed. Bat it 
wishea to point otit that it has been care- 
ful to Bay nothing calculated to prejudice 
public opinion against the defendants, 
not because it may not legally do so, if it 
ffiabee, but because to do so would be 
unfair to the defendants. 



attle paper propose that the United 
States government shall ba allowed to 
say that no man shall enter a portion of 
Canada unless be has with him a certain 
amount of provisions? We hardly think 
i,t can mean that. And yet,' if this is not 
what is meant, there is no use ot sug- 
goBting that the United States govern- 
ment should do anything in the prem- 
ises. Canada cannot for a moment per- 
mit the ofHciala of - another country to 
say who shall and who ahali not enter 
her territory. To do BO would be to sur- 
render one of the most important attri- 
butes of sovereignty. 

Nor can we aeo how the Canadian gov- 
ernment can very well undertake to di- 
rect tbat no man shall go into the Xukon 
unleaa he.haa , food enougb with Him to 
last a year. Many persona vill go there 
with not the leaat intention of remain 
ing. In cases of emergency, such as ex- 
isted laat autumn, it was expedient to 
turn back people who were clearly with- 
out food enough to last them until 
spring, because it was clear that they 
could not procure more fqod in tbe coun- 
try; but to say now that people shall 
not entar the Yukon valley unleaa 
equipped with a certain amount of pro- 
vieions would be an interference with 
the liberty of movement of individuals 
and with ordinary business afTdirs that 
could hardly be tolerated in a free coun- 
try. 

While holding these views, the Colon- 
ist urges that those who go North should 
take abundant food with them. It ia 
better to have too much than too little, 
for a Burplua can always be aold at a 
good price. 

From a careful review of the transport- 
ation situation, we are . n great doubt aa 
to how far trading companies can promise 
to supply the wants of a'.l who are likely 
to winter in the Yukon country next 
BoaBon. They can supply them in part, 
but not wholly. If a wagon road is 
pushed through from Telegraph Creek 
to Toalin Lake early next season, many 
tons of freight will be hauled through 
and be sent down the rirer before navi- 
gation closes. We are not sure that next 
winter goods may not bo transported 
down the Yukon on the i§o. The only 
question will be that of shelter on th: 
route and food for horses. The snowfall 
is not great enough to be an obstacle, 
nor is the cold. If there were shelter 
statio'lis along Teslin lake and the Hoot- 
alinqua river with plenty of food, it 
would bo quite feasible to send goods 
through to tbe junction of the Hootalin- 
([ua and Lewis rivers by sleigh froni the 
mouth of the Stickeen ; that 's, teams 
could be sent through to the Lake car- 
rying their own food with them and the 
balance of tbe load in freight; but 
further than that it would not be profit- 
able to try to go at present. Our point 
ia that a winter road could be as well 
kept open there as in Eastern Canada, 
if tlicre were fodder for the horBca. Next 
year it is likely that fodder will be col- 
lected along the route and shelters be 
built, so that it will be possible to for- 
ward food all winter from Telegraph 
Creek to the mouth of the Hootalinqua, 
and perhaps further. In this way a 
large amount of supplies ca-i bo got in ; 
but no am. unt likely to be moved this 
way will meet the neceasities of those 
who now intend to winter in the coun- 
try, and we therefore repeat our advice 
to everyone to take in aa much food ua 
he possibly can. Tliere is not the flight- 
eat possibility of overetockirig the mark;!. 

" Turks men with ordinary good 
sense could easily carry everything be- 
fore them in Victoria." This is tbe 
opinion of the Nelson Miner, which 
urges Kootenay to Bond three such men 
to the legislature for that purpose. The 
Coi.o.Ni.sT is in hearty sympathy with 
any eirort to secure the beat pcssible 
men in the legislature, but is hardly 
prepared to assent to the proposition 
that Kootenay can control the situation 
in the manner suggested. The supu'es- 
tion pre-auppoaea that there ia to be 
some sectional disagreement and 
that the Kootenay members can in some 
way or other hold the balance of power. 
We do not think such . a condition of 
affairs at all likely to arise. 

Tin: Seattle Times declares the report 
of the arrangement for the passage of 
goods across the atrip at the head of 
Lynn canal is a Victoria fake. We con- 
feas to some surprise at seeing audi a 
statement in the Times. It would have 
been in ita proper place in the character- 
less roBt-Intfilligoncer. The agreement 
was made between the Canadian and 
the United States government precisely 
as stated, and if the necessary inetruc- 
tiona have not been forwarded by the 
Secretary of the Treaaury, that is a mat- 
ter which we cannot help. Dur advicea 
from Ottawa are that they-are to be fo 
warded at once.

THEIB, PLANS ARE CHANGED. 

Warships Instead of Going South Will 
I'robably Remain at Esquimau. 

Daring the paat twenty-four hours the 
naval yard at lilequimalt haa been buay 
witli the work of preparationa for de- 
partures, tha flaKship, together with 
H. M. S3. Leander and Pbeaaant and 
the torpedo deatroyer . Sparrowhawk, 
having received instru.otionB(,to proceed 
to sea without delay. 

There was never at any time a ang- 
geation from Esquimalt that any of the 
ttiree •ships was to be transferred to the 
Chineae station, indeed such a traaafer 
would bo something quite unusual in 
th.e mxaagoment of Admiralty affairs. 
If. waa generally understood that the 
Pheasant, the first to leave, waa to make 
Corinto her destination, trouble having 
again arisen in that quickfHver com- 
nuiuity, and proiiiiaing to threaten 
British interests. 

As to tlie objective point of the othcra 
speculation waa freely indulged in, with 
a frequently liazarded conjecture that 
the lliigahip proposed to join H.JLS. 
Auiphion and have onolher try at tlie 
Cocoa island treasure. 

Last night, however, cablegrama from 
London appear to liavo changed the 
wliole poaition of affaira, the receipt of 
mesBagea by the wire havini: been fol- 
lowed by instructions to the ships to 
cease provisioning, with an intimution 
that freali inatraoiions would be issued 
thifl morning. 

From this it ia inferred that the 
Boulhern ciuise has been abandoned for 
reasons, the trouble in the neighborhood 
of Curioto — whatever its nature— having 
torniiuiited aa suddenly as it arose. 

When asked yesterday aa to the des- 
tination of the ships. Admiral PAllisor 
remarked that as the orders to the com- 
mandera .wore under seal even they 
could not know until at aea whither 
they were bound. Me would Bay this 
much and nothinp: tiiorc— tliat none of 
the ships were ijoini; toward China. 

It ia now apparent that thoy are not 
going at all. ' 

SOUVENIRS OF DISASTHK. 

Lif<: Belts Found on the West Coast Invite 
Immediate Invnstlgation. 

There iiaa been rouRb weather again 
on the West Coast, and during the past 
few doya the eea has been running 
higher in the neighborhood of Caruianah 
light than at any time for weeks. Yes- 
terday news reached lightkeeper Daykin 
which would appear to indicate tliat ttie 
storm has not been without its victims 
.among the ahipoing, for about a mile 
"west of the lighthouse Mr. Daykin'asons 
bavo picked up a couple of life baits 
marked with the words " Str. Signal." 
It waa also reported to him yesterday 
that five miles further west others had 
been fouad with the marking "Str. 
Alice." 

No ste imer of the latter name ia oper- 
ated in Northwest waters at the present 
time as far aa known, and Mr. Daykin ia 
GBudiug out to InveatigitB aa soon as the 
eea jijoea down sufliciently for an inquiry 
to ba possible. Hia opinion appears to 
be that both aouvenira of miatiap point 
to the one aource — aither that there ia 
some miatake aa to the lettering on the 
belta picked up at greater distance, 
or that the Signal haa been carrying 
some of the life-saving equipment of the 
old Columbia river boat Alice. 

The Signal ia well known in British 
Colunabia, havinK for a abort time acted 
aa a freight carrier between Vancouver, 
thia city and I'ortlaad, in connection 
with the C.P.R. She waa l)uilt in 1SS7 
a^> North Bend, and waa a alow voaael of 
150 feet over all and :i-1.4 beam. The 
Buppoaition is that ahe has mot with 
BOiiie accident while coming into tlie 
Straits from Portland, or that the life 
belta have bean washed from tier docks 
in rough weather. 

The congregation turned out well at 
the annual meeting of the Firat Presby- 
terian church held last evening in Itie 
school room.

Tiieciiy 
ceuncil'a decision that no fire crackers 
were to be Bet ofl'jon the streets was faith- 
fully adhered to, but occasionally tliore 
was a crackle of crackers in the back 
yards, a sort of lialf-hearted attempt to 
keep the evil spirits away from the back 
doore, even if the front portals could not 
be similarly guarded. Lanterns were as 
usual strung along in front of the Chi- 
nese housee, but not so many aa in for- 
mer years, for this seaaon, while the 
wliitea are rejTicini» in good times, the 
Chineae on ilie contrary are short of 
money, and no doubt; do not feel eo 
much in the liumur for celebrating aa 
formerly.

Transportation Companies Combine 
S. to Do a Klondike Business— The 
"Corona" Sails.

Transportation rates for all steamers 
running north have very materially ad- 
vanced during the past few days, as a 
result of a big conference of steamboat 
men held in Seattle on Wednesday. To 
what extent the 0. P, N. Company will 
conform with the new rates ia not known 
yet. The commodore, Captain John 
Irving, has been attending the meeting', 
and returned by the late steamer 
last night. Another in attendance 
was Mr. F. C. Davidge, repre- 
senting the E. & N. fleet of steamers, 
who is also expected back to-day. The 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company and 
the WaBhington A Alaska Company yes- 
terday notified their local ofBces of the 
cut and gave instructions that it was to 
take efTect immediately. The passen- 
ger rates to Skagway and Dyea have 
advanced $10, and are now quoted at 
^nd $50. To Juneau fares have been 
raised $3 and $6 on second and first class 
tickets respectively, being now $22 and 
^35, To Wrangel, a greater distinction 
is made, rates having advanced $6 and 
$7, and being now $20 and $30. 
General merchandise for Dyea and 
Skagway will be carried for $13; 
hay, for $20; horses, for $35; and dogs, 
for $7.50, The reason prompting the 
companies to combine in rates is said to 
be the gr^at amount of business offering. 
All the companies are handling all the 
freight and passengers they are capable 
of caring for, and there being no neces- 
sity for competition the arrangement 
about rates has been mutually agreed 
upon. Space will be in strong demand 
on the steamship Corona when that ves- 
sel departs this morning for Northern 
ports. Sbeia due to arrive from the 
North at 1 ;30 this morning, and she will 
not delay iii port longe^ than is neces- 
sary to receive' paaeenuCa and freight. 
The passengers booked hsib are: D, 
Ragwav, 0. Cox, Mrs. John Irwin, 
C. Graham, 0. Stevens, W. B. Dennison 
and Dr. Matthewman and party of sis 
from Ottawa. Thesteamer's cargo willalso 
be greatly swelled by the contribulions 
she will here receive. This steamer will 
be tho last to sail under the old schedule 
of rates quoted by the Pacific Ooast 
Steamship Company.

THE TREAD WELL MINES. 

Recent Contracts All'ord Evidence of th; 
Vast Extent of tbe Northern 
Deposits. 

The largest contract for mining ma^ 
cliinery ever made was signed in San 
FranciECO recently by Captain Thomas 
Mein on behalf of the Alaska-Treadwell 
group of mines, and by W. J. Chaiiners, 
preaident of Fraser & ChalmerB, of Chi- 
cago. In round numbers the amount was 
.$400,000. 

The contract calls for 520 stamps, com- 
pressors, winding engines, Corliss com- 
pound engines, crushers, etc. Thestatnos 
will be divided into three mills— one "of 
300 stamps, one of 120, and the third of 
100 stamps. The larger mill will be 
located on the Tread well property and 
the other two on the Alaska United. 
JiUmber for the erection of this mighty 
machinery is now being framed on 
Pugat Sound preparatory for shipment 
to Douglas ifilan(l. Eiglit moulliB will 
be required for the building, transporta- 
tion and erection of the mills. 

When the 520 stamps are in operation 
the Alaeka-Treadwell Company will 
have 880 stamps on its vein, the largest 
number on a single ledge in the world. 
Each stamp is capable of crushing three 
and a quarter tons of ore a day, or a 
total of 2, SCO tons, amounting to the 
enormous quantity of 858,000 tons of ore 
in the course of the 30O working days in 
a year. 

An electric plant to cost $400,000 for 
tbe Alaska-TireadireU mines is also 
under consideration. The only obstacle 
in the way of its adoption is the uncer- 
tainty of obtaining a sufficient water 
supply during the winter months.

ANOTHER ABGUMENT 

To Convince Intending Yukoners That They 
Should Make Their Start 
From Victoria. . 

A telegram just received from the B.C. 
Board of Trade from Hon. Clifibrd Sif- 
ton, Dominion Minister of the Interior, 
aflbrds another reason why intending 
Ivlondykers will find it to their advan- 
tage to make their start for tho Northern 
gold fields from this city. It is con- 
firmatory of, and supplementing with 
more detailed information, tho news 
contained in press despatches from Ot- 
tawa to the effect that miners' licenses 
will only be obtainable upon personal 
application, and that their issue will be 
in the hands of Oollector Milne, of this 
city. 

It ia specially pointed out that there 
will be no agent for their feaue at Dyea, 
Skagway, Glenora or Lake Tagish — that 
is, practically, that after leaving Vic- 
toria, miners will have no opportunity 
to secure the necessary licenses until 
they reach Dawson. It is presumable 
that this arrangement will not be per- 
manent; but on the other hand it is 
practically certain that it will continue 
quite as long as that costly and unneces- 
sary inspector is required to escort Cana- 
dian bonded goods through the Ameri- 
can strip between the Lynn Canal ports 
.and the lakes. 



A CAFTUBBD MAN-EATBB. 

The Half Bread Who Bit Pieces Out of Col- 
onel Weatherley is Under 
Arresb 

Alexander, the half-breed man-eater, 
who tried to chew up Colonel Weather- 
ley in the Stewart river country several 
months ago, has at last been captured 
and ia now safe in jail at Quesnelle, 
awaiting trial. Alexander, it will bo 
remembered, attacked Colonel Weather- 
ley, threw him down and bit pieces out 
of'his victim's neck and hack in a furi- 
ous attempt to kill. When word was 
sent to Quesnelle, provincial Constable 
Anderson, with specials Deacon and 
Gravel, set out to capture Alexander. 
After a long and arduous chase they 
came upon the half-breed one night at 
the end of December in a house at a lit- 
tle Indian village near Stuart lake. It 
was bitterly cold, and when Anderson 
went in and arrested Alexander, the 
half-breed, who was found ■ in hed, 
begged to be allo\\ed to put on his 
clothes before he was moved. This 
Andereon agreed to, and Alexander 
began to dress. Suddenly the halfbieed 
matle a break for tho door, passed the 
oflicera and bolted for tho woods. An- 
derson and his special gave hotchaeo 
and fired after the retreating man. Firat 
ft shot was fired over his liead, and then 
.\nderBon fired twice at Ali'ximdcr, one 
iriillet striking the hallbreed in the heel 
and the other grazinu hia body, liow- 
ever Alexander made good hia escape 
for the time being. 

A telegram received by tho provincial 
police last evening states that Alexander 
has again been arrested and is now safely 
locked up.
